The  number  of  births  (273)  has  increased  by  25  from  1951.  The  deaths 
have  decreased  by  14.  Deaths  from  cancer  have  shown  considerable 
increase  over  1951  as  can  be  seen  from  the  preceding  table.  The 
infantile  death  rate  is  lower  than  that  of  the  past  year  and  compares 
favourably  with  the  national  figure. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 

The  removal  of  patients  from  the  district  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  worked  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
WATER  SUPPLIES 

4,386  houses  out  of  a total  of  5,203  are  supplied  with  piped  water. 

Extension  of  piped  water  schemes  to  the  northern  part  of  the 
area  are  in  preparation,  but  owing  to  economic  causes  progress 
has  been  delayed. 

Results  of  monthly  samples^ — 110  taken  during  the  year — show 
that  the  piped  water  supply  is  uniformly  satisfactory.  The  analyses 
from  23  samples  of  well  water  vary  very  considerably.  There  is  no 
plumbo- solvency  in  the  district.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

New  works  at  Aston  Somerville,  to  serve  recently-erected  and 
existing  Council  houses,  have  been  completed  during  the  year. 

Several  sewerage  schemes  have  been  suffering  considerable  delay, 
the  cause  of  which  is  outside  the  control  of  this  Council. 

HOUSING 

During  the  post-war  period  up  to  the  end  of  1952,  a total  of 
472  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council.  During  1952,  62 
Council  houses  were  completed  and  a further  58  houses  were  in 
course  of  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  COMESTIBLES 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughter-house  in  the  area,  for  pigs  only. 
It  is  maintained  in  a satisfactory  state  and  is  regularly  inspected. 

The  amounts  of  food  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  use  and 
condemned  will  be  found  in  the  attached  Sanitary  Report. 

There  are  32  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream,  all 
of  which  are  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Twenty-seven 
visits  were  paid  in  connection  with  supervision  of  Food  Storage 
Premises.

DIPHTHERIA 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Six  cases  notified.  None  sent  to  hospital.  No  deaths. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  MEASLES 

The  few  cases  which  were  notified  were  of  a mild  type. 

During  the  year  the  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Pneumonia 
and  Measles  were  the  lowest  recorded  during  the  past  ten  years. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Acute  poliomyelitis  cases 
numbered  7 in  1947,  1 in  1949,  and  8 in  1950.  No  cases  have  been 
notified  during  the  past  two  years. 

UNDULANT  FEVER 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year.  The 
infection  conveyed  through  milk  was  traced  to  a dairy  producer- 
distributor  in  another  county.  The  responsible  authorities  were 
notified  and  the  milk  rendered  harmless  by  pasteurisation.  The 
patient  has  recovered. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNIZATION 

During  the  year  207  children  (as  against  255  in  1951)  were 
immunized:  191  in  the  0 — 4 group  and  16  in  the  5 — 14  age  group. 
The  number  immunized  by  medical  practitioners  are  included.  The 
majority  of  children  immunized  are  done  in  their  first  year.  In  the 
period  1940-1952,  2,718  children  have  been  protected.  Reinforcing 
doses  were  given  at  school  to  children  previously  immunized  during 
infancy. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  drop  in  the  number  of  children  immunized 
will  be  compensated  for  next  year,  as  if  the  downward  tendency 
continues,  the  comparative  fr^om  from  diphtheria  which  this 
district  enjoys,  may  be  adversely  affected. 

SCHOOL  CLOSURE 
No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year.

The  fibres  of  Tuberculosis  have  altered  little,  but  there  have 
been  no  increase  either  in  cases  or  deaths. 

By  the  erection  of  sufficient  number  of  houses,  the  Council  makes 
a very  considerable  contribution  to  a satisfactory  standard  of  public 
health  in  this  district.  Houses  are  being  constructed  as  rapidly  as 
circumstances  permit.  There  is  no  doubt  that  hygienic  standards 
of  living  have  a favourable  effect  on  those  statistics  indicative  of 
good  public  health  standards.
